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The  goals  of  our  Lutheran  High 
School  are  to  strengthen  faith, 
to  deepen  convictions,  to  in¬ 
crease  love,  to  foster  service, 
to  develop  citizenship,  to  honor 
God,  and  to  give  a  true  secondary 
education. 

Since  most  of  us  received  our 
elementary  training  in  Christian 
day  schools,  we  sopn  became 
aware  of  the  fact  that  our  sec¬ 
ondary  training  was  also  Bible 
based,  Christ  centered,  and  life 
directed. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  why 
it  took  so  long  to  create  a  Con¬ 
cordia  Lutheran  High  School  flag 
was  because  it  was  difficult  to 
symbolize  these  high  ideals  with 
a  simple  design.  After  many 
months  of  planning  and  revision 
of  sketches  the  flag  as  found  on 
page  1  of  our  1955  LUMINARIAN 
was  finally  adopted. 

The  open  book  symbolizes  the 
Scriptures  from  which  we  learn  to 
know  Christ- - represented  by  the 
cross- -through  whom  we  have  e- 
ternal  life- -depicted  with  a  gold 
crown. 

The  patriotic  emblem  on  the 
flag  is  well  known  to  all.  The  eagle 
with  the  olive  branch  and  arrows 
brings  to  mind  that  we  as  good 
citizens  of  our  country  will  do 
all  in  our  power  to  promote 
peace,  but  will  be  ready  also  to 
serve  when  our  country  needs 
us  in  time  of  war. 

The  school  crest  and  thepa- 
riotic  emblem  have  been  com¬ 
bined  on  the  flag  with  the  schoc. 
colors--a  white  background  with 
a  diagonal  maroon  stripe. 

Thus  we  see,  our  flag  truly  is 
symbolic  of  our  Concordia  Luther¬ 
an  High  School  where  we  are 
trained  to  serve  both  God  and 
Country.
